Nev; 3udget Calls for an Enormous 
Amount of Money. 
Victoria, B. C., Fob. 5.—The steam­ 
er Empress of China, which has ar- 
rived from 
tile Orient, 
brought ad­ 
vices that the new Japanese budget 
for 1907-08 
is severely 
criticised by 
Japanese newspapers. 
Apart from the 
fact that the total sum of $305,000,000 
is required $00,000,000 more than last 
year and twice as large an amount as 
was required to cover 
all expenses 
prior to the Russo-Japanese war, sev­ 
eral extraordinary appropriations are 
made 
for 
which 
provision 
is 
not 
In 
sight. 
The 
budget 
provides 
large appropriations 
for naval 
and 
military 
increases. 
Schemes 
aban­ 
doned during the war 
are being re­ 
vived 
and appropriations 
of about 
$140,000,000 are included for improve­ 
ment of rivers and harbors, extension 
of 
railways, 
telephone 
lines, 
iron 
foundries 
and the 
establishment of 
new colleges and technical schools. 
Advices from Tokio state that the 
Japanese government proposes to in­ 
crease the number of permits for im­ 
migrants to Hawaii. 
The number had 
been reduced to 2,OOO per month and 
then raised to 2,975 
monthly. 
It is 
proposed to increase the number to 
4.000 
monthly 
within 
live 
or 
six 
months. 


Petrified Forest of G reat Beauty. 
II . II. Ruck walter of Denver, who re­ 
cently returned from Arizona, reports 
that ho discovered there a new and 
immense petrified forest which far sur­ 
passes those heretofore found, both in 
number of trees and beauty of petrifi­ 
cation, says a Denver dispatch.

says that the trees iii this forest are all 
solid agate most brilliantly colored, and 
one or two stumps taken to New York 
could be cut and polished into table 
tops and sold at fabulous prices.

New York, Feb. 
5.—The state laid 
its case against Harry K. Thaw in a 
plain, unemotional story of the shoot­ 
ing on the 
Madison Square 
Garden 
roof, leaving the malice and the mo­ 
tive to be inferred from the act—and 
the 
defense replied 
with a plea 
of 
hereditary insanity. 
Tt was asserted 
that Thaw in slaying Stanford Whit ■ 
believed he was acting as an agent of 
Providence, 
that 
real 
or 
fancied 
wrongs committed against him by the 
architect and 
former 
friend 
of bis 
wife, had boiled and 
bubbled in bis 
brain until at last there came the ex­ 
plosive impulse 
to kill. 
When 
the 
deed was done, Thaw made no move 
to escape its consequences, but bold­ 
ing the fatal revolver aloft, he stood as 
if mutely proclaiming 
to the world 
“The deed is done; 
it was right; it 
was not wrong.” 
Thus T haw ’s 
counsel outlined 
I 
case to the jury in the afternoon after 
the prosecution had occupied less than 
two hours of the 
morning sitting of 
the court In relating through eye-wit 
nesses the narrative 
of the tragedy 
When the defense had interposed its 
plea and outlined its case, an adjourn­ 
ment was laken for the day. 
“You will 
hear the story 
of this 
m an’s 
insanity,” 
Attorney 
John TV 
Gleason, for the defense, promised the 
jury, “from his mother, from bis wife 
from his relatives, and from his phys! 
clans. 
You will judge him by his acts, 
by the hereditary and stress which en­ 
tered into his madness, and when you 
come 
to judge him, you will 
say to 
yourself that his act may have been 
one of insanity, but it was not one of 
crime.’’ 
T h a w s Mother Will Testify. 
That Thaw ’s wife was to be one of 
his most important witnesses has long 
been known; (hat 
his mother. Mrs 
William Tha\v 
of Pittsburg, was lo 
take the stand only 
became known 
positively when the court announced 
the ruie excluding 
from the court 
room 
all 
witnesses 
save 
experts 
Thaw's mother at the command, left 
Hie room after a moment’s hesitation 
She seemed 
unwilling to be 
parte* 
from her son in the hour of his nee I 
His 
wife, too, 
reluctantly left 
the 
room, bestowing a last, radiant smile 
of courage and hope upon her prison 
cr husband. 
May Mackenzie was *h 
third of the women to have been daily 
included in the Thaw party to leave 
tile courtroom. 
Thaw seemed deject 
od. 
Many times last week during the 
dull days of jury selection he turned 
to his wife foe com fore and found be 
ever ready 
with a quick, 
response 
smile. 
Now that the serious work of 
the trial was to begin 
he was to la 
denied her presence. 
During the opening address bv Mr 
Gleason, in which Tm entered the de 
fenso of insanity. Thaw' sat with hi 
flushed cheeks, which 
at times were 
buried in his 
hands, and 
with eyes 
cast down upon the table before him 
He seldom looked up, just a fleeting 
glance now' and then at the man who 
was making the initial 
plea for his 
life and freedom. 
Never once did his 
eyes go to the jury 
box. 
There was 
another 
period—during the 
morning 
session—when 
Thaw again 
looked 
only at his hands, clasped before him 
on the table. 
This 
was w'hen Law­ 
rence 
White, the 
nineteen-year-old 
son of Stanford White, occupied the 
stand 
as the 
first—witness for 
the 
prosecution. 
Young White, who is a 
Harvard student, wms not a material 
witness. 
He was with his father at 
dinner the evening of the tragedy, but 
left him 
before he went 
to Madison 
Square Garden. 
White was alone, it 
wras testified, when Thaw' approached 
slowly 
from behind, wheeled, 
faced 
him, and sent 
three bullets 
into his 
body and brain. 
T h a w ’s Love for Evelyn Nesbit. 
Thaw’s counsel told the story of the 
prisoner’s love for the girl he wms to 
make his wife. 
He met Evelyn Nesbil 
In 1901 and there then began in him 
an honorable love and regard for the 
girl. 
He told her mother of his love. 
The girl was in a precarious condition 
following 
a serious 
operation 
in a 
sanitarium, 
and Thaw 
suggested to 
the 
mother 
that she 
take 
Evelyn 
abroad 
to 
recuperate. 
It 
was 
ar­ 
ranged that Thaw* should accompany 
the two as the open and avowed suitor 
of the daughter. 
In 1903 he asked her 
to marry him and she refused. 
“The reason for this refusal you will 
hear from 
her lips,” announced 
Mr. 
Gleason 
“Raffles, it to. sa^ tho. rea­ 


son had to do with an incident in ber 
e with reference to Stanford White.” 
Thus laying the ground for the plea 
Insanity, the defendant’s lawyer de­ 
clared the brain disease had laid hold 
of Thaw some three or four years ago. 
It was claimed there have been many 
cases w’hen* a person 
has been pro­ 
nounced insane upon one subject and 
that 
alone. 
Mr. 
Gleason 
cited 
in­ 
stances of temporary insanity, based 
upon a single act. 
“We will not base our plea, how­ 
ever, upon a single act," he added. “It 
will be shown that there was insanity 
n both sides of this defendant’s fatti­ 
ly. 
Heredity has made us what we 
re, 
Acridity has 
made the 
living 
vvoild. 
Our case is far removed from 
the much discussed defense of emo­ 
tional insanity. 
You 
must disabuse 
our minds of all you have read in the 
newspapers and especially of the idea 
that has gone abroad that we are to 
rely upon some higher or unwritten 
law'. 
We rely upon the constitution 
urn! the laws of the imperial state of 
New York, and upon them alone. You 
nib understand this m an’s insanity. It 
will not require experts to tell you of 
It. 
It is within you to judge him and 
von will say from the evidence that 
when he killed 
Stanford White he 
was an Insane man.” 
It was asserted that Thaw labored 
under the delusion that bis life wuis al­ 
ways in danger when he was in New 
Yolk oiiv and believed threats had 
been made to kill him. 
This account­ 
ed for the 
fact that sin ce 
January, 
190 1, lie had carried a pistol. 
He had 
placed it in his overcoat 
pocket the 
night he went to the Madison Square 
roof garden. 
There 
he turned sud­ 
denly and saw what lie thought was a 
demon 
glowering 
at him. 
The 
im 
pulse came. 
H e felt that to kill Whitt 
would be an act of Providence and 
so believing, be set deliberately about 
bis task. 
It was the 
work of an in­ 
sane man, Mr. Gleason declared, from 
the delusions of a disordered brain. 
Counsel told the story of Thaw ’s de­ 
fense 
as if 
he were 
taking 
every 
juror of (he twelve into his confidence 
and they listened intently.

T E R R IB L E 
EXPLOSION 
OCCURS 


IN A COAL M IN E IN W E S T 


VIRGINIA. 


EXACT NUMBER NOT KNOWN 


Followed Garvan’s Pathway. 


In adopting 
a calm, dispassionate 
note in addressing the jury, Thaw ’s 
attorney 
followed 
in the 
pathway 
hewn by Assistant District Attorney 
Garvan. who opened for the prosecu­ 
tion at the beginning of the day’s ses­ 
sion. 
The rumor that there were to 
be further changes 
in the jury box 
would 
not down 
until Mr. 
Garvan 
actually began bis address. 
Mr. Garvan in telling the story of 
the alleged murder occupied less than 
ten minutes and the prosecution’s en­ 
tire case was kept within two hours. 
With the exception of young White 
and the coroner's physician, w-lio per­ 
formed the autopsy and described the 
wounds on White’s 
body, tho only 
persons called 
to the stand 
by the 
state were five eye-witnesses. 
They 
were cross-examined briefly by Attor­ 
ney Delphin Heinies of the defense 
The witnesses related the deliberate 
manner in which 
Thaw approached 
White, faced him and fired. 
They re­ 
pented Thaw ’s assertion, “he ruined 
n u wife,” and Mrs. T haw ’s remark to 
her husband, “yes, but look what a fix 
you are in now.” 
To this last remark 
Thaw replied: "Dearie, I have prob­ 
ably eaved your life.” 
It was brought out that. Thaw’ looked 
back 
at his victim 
as lie 
w’alked 
away, 
“ with a 
staring look 
in his 
'‘yes.” 


Brief Story of the Crime. 
Mr. Garvan’s outline of the state’s 
testimony was the briefest possible 
story 
of the 
crime. 
He 
told 
how 
White 
wont to 
the roof 
garden on 
Madison Square Garden 
to see the 
initial production of a summer musical 
comedy and then related 
In simple 
language the incident of the killing. 
‘ The people 
claim,” he concluded, 
"that it was a cruel, deliberate, mali 
clous, premeditated taking of a human 
life. 
After proving that fact to you 
we will ask you to find the defendant 
guilty of the crime of murder in the 
first degree.” 
It was not until 
after Mr Garvan 
had spoken that the prisoner’s wife 
and 
mother were 
barred from 
the 
room under the 
rule excluding wit­ 
nesses. 
Just as an adjournment was taken 
for the day Mr. Jerome made an ef­ 
fort to have the defense disclose the 
names of those who are to be called 
as 
its witnesses. 
The 
defendant’s 
lawyers said they were unable to give 
the names. 
It was reported that the prisoner’s 
wife may be among the first to give 
testimony for the defense. 
Even after 
testifying she will still be denied the 
privilege of the courtroom. 
The state having 
put tho case so 
simply up to the defense to prove its 
justification bears out the theory that 
Mr. Jerome is saving his real efforts 
for tho rebuttal. 
He also announced 
that some of the cross-examinations 
of the defense’s 
witnesses would he 
lengthy.

Elkins. W. Va.. Feb. IL—The third 
mine explosion in West Virginia with­ 
in two weeks occurred at the Davis 
Coal and Col e company’s mine No. 25 
at Thomas, near here, and twenty-five 
or thirty miners are said to have been 
killed. 
Tho disaster occurred shortly after 
7 o’clock a. rn. 
Date 
in the 
day I he 
first rescue party 
entered the mine. 
The bodies of six foreigners and one 
American were 
recovered at 
a dis­ 
tance of leu feet from the shaft. 
De- 
fore further progress could be made a 
deadly wave of poisonous fumes en­ 
veloped the rescuing party, which was 
composed 
of General 
Manager OU, 
I). M. Boyd, 
Superintendent Henry 
Mine, Daniel Jones, mine boss, Arthur 
Steward and John Jenkins. 
Before 
the rescuing party could 
reach the 
surface, Jones, the mine 
boss, died 
from suffocation. 
Efforts are being made to enter tin* 
mine again, but without success. The 
air fans were demolished bv the ex­ 
plosion and the mine 
is full of dan­ 
gerous after-damp. 
There is no possible hope that the 
men still In tho mine are alive. While 
the exact, number of entombed men is 
not know’n at this time, the number is 
estimated 
at about thirty, 
and it is 
thought probable that there might be 
more. 
Pitiful Scenes Enacted. 
Pitiful scenes 
are being 
enacted 
around the mouth of the mine. 
The 
families 
of (he missing 
miners are 
frantic with grief and strenuous efforts 
are 
necessary 
to keep 
them 
from 
throwing themselves into the mouth 
of the mine. 
Inst a few minutes 
before the ex­ 
plosion a large party of miners had 
entered-the mine by way of an unused 
opening ut Coalton. 
When they heard 
tim muffled report they retraced their 
steps at toil 
speed and thus 
saved 
their lives. 
No fire lamps were used 
in the mine, not being thought neces­ 
sary. 
Officials of the 
company say 
the accident may have been caused by 
an accumulation of gas 
in a pocket 
being ignited by a shot of dynamite 
or a miner’s lamp. 
Up to 7 p. 
rn. nine of the 
bodies 
were recovered. 
Owing to tile dan­ 
gerous after-damp and t h e lack of ven­ 
tilation it was almost 
certain d e a t h 
for the rescuing parties to enter the 
drift, 
and 
several 
of 
these 
were 
brought out almost dead, 
ll is nearly 
a mile from the entrance to the head 
Ing of the drifts. 
The bodies so far brought out were 
the first found. 
It 
is supposed that 
those farther from the entrance are 
burned and mangled. 
Nearly all were 
Italians, Hungarians 
and Inlanders 
The mines were owned 
for many 
years by Henry Gassway Davis, for­ 
mer United States senator and vice 
presidential candidate 
on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket, and are now the prop­ 
erty of the Western Maryland railroad

T ho city attorney was instructed to 
prepare a bill am ending C hapter 334 of 
the Law\s of 1905, known as the Fergus 
Falls bill, so as to permit tho issuing of 
bonds at not to exceed five per cont in 
stead of four, for tho purchase or other 
acquisition of electric light or water 
works plants anil 
ho with th e water 
works com m ittee was instructed to lay 
tho m atter before tho m em bers of logia 
lature for th is district.

A ttorney Ryan stated that he had less 
use for tho saloon business than alm ost 
any man in Brainerd but th a t it had 
been legalized by th e sta to of M innesota 
and was en titled to just as m uch con 
sideration as any other business, 
H e a t ­ 
tacked the testim ony of the city as that 
of kids w ho were not worthy of credence. 
He adm itted th a t tho evidence was c o n ­ 
vincing b u t declared that his clien t and 
the

ten ders should 
bo believed 
rather than the other w itnesses because 
tim others were buys and boys who hung 
around saloons.

Alderm an T w ohey w anted to go on 
! record sayin g

There is not, fie said, a saloon in Brain­ 
erd that has not violated tho law seven 
days in th e week and 3*15 days in the 
year. 
H ow ever he would not make an

j C ouncil sh ould stand back of tho city at- 
i torn#y and 
mayor, but would like to 


have the whole council present w hen 
action was taken. 
Mayor 
W ise addressed the council 
and 
stated 
that 
there 
was 
no 
doubt that Mr. Folk had proved his case 
to tho satisfaction of the council. 
T h e 
perm itting of you th s to frequent saloons 
fits them to be criminals. 
But as this 
was the first case of the kind on record 
in the city he would not favor tho e x ­ 
treme penalty of revoking tho license 
but that it sh ould bo understood th a t 
future transgressors would be p unished 
to the ex ten t of tho law, and all would 
be treated alike. 
Alderman Fogelstrom advanced the 
theory that th e boys m ight have reached 
under tho elbow s of mon that had or 
dered tho beer and stolen it.

rogant that th ey would order police offi­ 
cers to get out. 
lf the cou n cil can n ot 
revoke one m an’s license because thoro 
are others equally guilty thou thero is 
no remedy and w e m u s t always co n tin u e 
to carry the load of infamy. 
Council th en went out of ex e c u tiv e 
session and Alderman T w oh ey m oved 
that no further action bo taken in the 
matter of revoking the license of H enry 
Moberg. 
Alderm an Drexler w ould put 
in tho record that they would revoke 
the next license where liquor was sold 
to minors. 
T h e license bond of H. G rossm an, 723 
Laurel, was approved. 
T he resignation of F. C. Larrison was 
received 
and accepted. 
Tho cou n cil 
ceoded to elect a successor to F. C. L a r­ 
rison. 
F. C. Larrison received six votes 
and Felix G raham one. 
Mr. Larrison 
wras declared elected to succeed him self. 
Tho salary of the electric lig h t su p er­ 
intendent was fixed at $100 a m onth and 
tho council then adjourned.
